Excisions Recommended But Not Made 


Reasons for excisions: 

The excision of one scene is required to remove the infliction of extreme violence. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The 35mm film Hostel Part II is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Hostel Part II is a violent horror film written and directed by Eli Roth, and is the sequel to 
Hostel. There are numerous graphic depictions of violence throughout the film. One such 
scene fuses an act of extreme violence with sexual gratification, and sets this scene apart 
from the remainder of the publication. The inclusion of this scene in the film results in the 
publication tending to promote and support acts of torture and the infliction of extreme 
violence and extreme cruelty in terms of s3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, and deems the publication to be objectionable unless this scene is 
excised. The excised version of the publication would be classified objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. The distributor of the publication declined the opportunity to make the excision, 
and therefore the 35mm film is classified as objectionable. 
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
